And
through it all Hazel Brunen, 18 years
old, sat calmly on the witness stand
and denounced her stepmother and
Mohr as the murderers.
The sensation of the case came after

Attorney Walter H. Kcown, counsel for

Mrs. Brunen and Mohr, had erossexaminedthe g'.rl for some time, shouting
questions at her and quite evidently
playing on her emotions until she was
on the eerg of hysterics. Finally he
asked tier why she had turned against
Mrs. Brunen and Mohr after having
shown a friendly feeling for them for
some time uftor they were arrested ana
accused of the murder.
The girl leaned forward.

I-ater
Brunen found them In Hoboken, Hazel

"Doris shot at father several times,
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and then threw her gun away," the
girl testified. "Then he shot at her, but
her corset saved her. Doris did not
press a charge against him and he was
released." .

Hazel testified that on the afternoon
of the day her father was killed with a

shotgun fired through a kitchen window,
Mattle Mohr, Harry's sister, was at the
Brunen home.

"I heard Doris tell her," the girl said.
"that she need not be surprised to get
a phone message that father was killed."

"The night father was killed," the
girl testified, "I was at the movies with
Doris' mother. When I got home Doris
was telling me about what she did beforethe murder, and said she was in
the back yard emptying the garbage.
I-ater she told County Detective Darker
that she was in the yard putting the
dog in the cellar. The dog was usually
kept in the kitchen."

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon Is devotedto Governnftnt savings securities,
which have become a permanent feature
of the Treasury operations. Jt says:

"The sale of Government savings securitieshas continued throughout the
year with results which clearly demonstratethe usefulne » and increasing attractivenessof tills class of securities.
The various offerings of savings securiIties have given to all classes of people,
no matter how small their means, an opportunityto invest in the obligations ot
their Government, and more important
still, the publicity given to these offeringshas carried the message of economy
and thrift into every city, town and
hamlet in the country, and there are

few homes in which the securities, in
greater or lesser amounts, may not be
found.
"The continued sale of these securities

has been of material aid to the Governmentin the financing of Its current re-

qulrements. and at the same time lias
increased the prosperity and well being
of those who have saved and bought
them."
Treasury savings certificates are

issued in denominations of $23, $100
and $1,000, and sold to investors at
$20.50, $82 and $820. They mature five
years from date of issue, and if held
until that tifne they yield about 4 per
cent, interest, compounded semi-annually.They may be redeemed at any
time after one month, paying interest on
the money invested at the rate of 3 per
cent, simple interest.

savings certificates to exchange them
as they become due for treasury savingscertificates.

who rules over New Jersey, denied that
